I beg  to  submit  my  20th  Annual  Revokt 
oil  the  Public  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration 
of  the  Frome  Rural  District  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1937. 

Vital  Statistics. 

BrRTHS. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  109 — 62  boys  and  47  girls. 

This  is  considerably  lower  than  last  year,  which 
was  the  lowest  on  record  and  corresponds  with 
the  alarming  decline  in  the  number  of  births  in 
the  country  generally. 

The  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  population  is  10.86. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.4. 


Deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality,  that  is  the  number  of 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  is  7.  The  increase 
over  last  j^ear  was  due  to  deaths  under  the  heading 
“ congenital  debility  and  malformation  including 
premature  birth.’' 

The  Rate  per  1,000  registered  live  births  is  64.  i

The  Generai.  Death  Rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1937 
was  84 — 46  males  and  38  females. 

The  number  after  correction  for  inward  and 
outward  transfers  was  1 18 — 64  males  and  .54  females. 

This  gives  a death  rate,  after  correction  for 
transfers,  of  10.7 — practically  the  same  as  last 
year. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  14.1. 


The  Causes  of  Death. 

Tables  showing  the  causes  of  death  (classified), 
and  the  ages  at  which  death  occurred,  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix. 

Among  the  causes  of  death  Cancer  now  heads 
the  list  instead  of  Organic  Disease  of  the  Heart, 
as  usual. 

Cancer  seems  to  be  steadily  increasing : 19 

this  year  as  against  13  last  vear,  and  11  the  year 
before. 

Deaths  from  Influenza  have  risen  from  5 last 
year  to  12  this  year. 

Deaths  from  Respiratory  Diseases,  however, 
were  somewhat  lower. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  Scarlet 
Fever,  Measles,  or  Whooping  Cough. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area. 

Water. 

Xunnei/. — This  supply  has  given  very  little 
trouble  during  the  year.  The  water  meters, 
which  were  fixed  last  year  to  check  the  consumption 
of  water  at  farms,  have  had  a noticeable  effect  in 
conserving  the  water  for  the  use  of  others,  and  a 
constant  supply  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year. 

Buckland  Dinhatn. — This  supply'  ha.s  again 
proved  adequate,  and,  apart  from  slight  break- 
downs due  to  temporary  causes,  no  serious  matters 
arose. 

Leigh-on- Mendip. — On  account  of  the  diminu- 
tion in  the  vield  of  the  springs  at  the  end  of  the 
summer  and  the  increased  use  of  the  water,  control 
was  exercised  over  the  distribution  of  it  for  a short 
wliile,  and  this  resulted  in  all  consumers  being 
supplied,  and  very  little  inconvenience  was  felt. 

XOrton  St.  Philip,  Rode  and  Beckington  Regional 
Scheme. — The  works  for  carrying  out  this  scheme 
were  being  pushed  on  with  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
supply  will  be  in  operation  at  an  early  date. 
A further  test  of  the  yield  at  the  borehole  was 
carried  out,  when  it  was  reported  by  the  engineers 
that  the  quantity  available  showed  no  diminution. 

Faulkland. — Investigations  were  made  during 
the  year  as  to  possible  sources  for  a supply  to  this 
village,  but  no  satisfactory  source  was  discovered, 
and  it  seems  more  than  probable  that  an  extension 
from  the  Regional  Scheme  at  Norton  St.  Philip 
will  be  the  most  practicable  solution. 

Coleford. — The  dryness  of  the  year  had  a marked 
effect  upon  the  yield  of  the  springs,  and  the  supply 
to  this  village  was  maintained  only  by  the  regulating 
of  the  pumps,  and  the  issue  of  a warning  against 
wasting  water.  Close  observation  was  kept  on 
the  springs  and  journeyings  taken  for  the  period 
August  to  October  when  the  springs  began  to

recover.  The  lowest  gauging  taken  was  during 
the  week  ending  October  16th.  A report  was 
presented  on  the  question  of  the  discontinuance 
of  standpost  supplies,  of  which  a number  are  still 
in  existence.  The  Council  offered  to  pay  half  the 
cost  of  laying  the  service  pipes,  etc.,  from  main 
to  the  boundary  of  the  premises  in  all  cases  where 
the  supply  is  at  present  taken  from  standposts. 
Great  progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction 
and  it  will  eventually  mean  that  all  standposts 
will  be  removed,  and  a most  unsatisfactory  system 
dispensed  with. 

Wmistrow. — Some  anxiety  was  again  experienced 
as  the  dry  season  caused  the  usual  fall  in  the  yield 
of  the  springs  ; but  the  issue  of  warnings  against 
wasting  water,  and  the  shutting  down  of  the  main 
at  night,  enabled  the  supply  to  be  maintained 
during  the  day. 

Mails. — Very  close  watch  was  again  maintained 
on  this  supply,  and  all  consumers  were  requested 
to  exercise  great  care  against  wastage  during  the 
summer  period.  But  notwithstanding  this  a 
supply  of  water  to  houses  at  high  points  was  not 
always  available  inside  the  houses,  and  users  had 
to  carry  water  from  standpipes  at  lower  levels. 
The  question  of  obtaining  a supply  to  supplement 
the  existing  one  is  receiving  the  Committee’s 
attention. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — Constant  watch  is  kept 
upon  this  question,  and  any  instances  where 
pollution  is  discovered  are  dealt  with. 

No  serious  matters  of  pollution  arose,  but  several 
minor  instances  were  dealt  with. 

Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries. 

The  Regional  Water  Scheme  for  the  Parishes 
of  Norton  St.  Philip,  Rode  and  Beckington,  was 
approved. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

Coleford. — The  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
works  were  completed  during  the  year.  The  con- 
nection of  existing  sewers  to  the  new  sewers  was 
carried  out  and  numbers  of  individual  house 
drains  have  also  been  connected. 

Rode. — A scheme  for  the  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  works  for  this  village  is  in  course  of  pre- 
paration, and  a large  amount  of  preliminary 
investigation  work  has  been  done. 

Nunney. — These  works  have  been  well  main 
tained,  and  regular  attention  has  been  given  them, 
and  no  troubles  have  been  encountered.  A 
complete  set  of  new  covers  has  been  provided  for 
the  tanks  and  other  small  matters  put  right 

Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal. 

Coleford  is  the  only  village  where  the  collection 
of  the  whole  of  the  house  refuse  is  carried  out  under 
Sec.  42,  P.H.A.,  187.5,  and  the  work  has  .been 
satisfactorily  done. 

Constant  watch  has  been  kept  on  the  bad 
practice  of  casting  refuse  in  odd  places,  and  tlie 
provision  of  receptacles  for  refuse  has  been  insisted 
upon. 

Further  additions  of  outlying  portions  of  the 
area  have  been  added  to  the  districts  from  which 
the  collection  of  indestructible  house  refuse  is 
undertaken,  e.g.,  Kilmer.sdon— and  portions  of  the 
nari.sh  near  Holcombe,  and  also  the  recently  added 
area  cf  Rode. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 

201  premises  were  inspected  for  sanitary  defects 
during  the  year. 

28  nuisances  were  discovered.

Eradication  of  Big  Biig^: 

The  District  is  singularly  free  from  this  pest, 
and  no  instances  of  bug  infestation  were  discovered.

No  nuisances 
were  reported  during  the  year.

The  number  of  licences  issued  b^'  the  County 
Council  is  steadily  increasing  and  the  amount  of 
time  taken  ly)  in  undertaking  the  sampling  of  milk 
from  these  farms  is  very  considerable. 

Examination  of  Milk  for  Tubercle  Baccilli. — 
75  samples  from  the  milk  of  409  cows  were  taken 
for  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Of  these 
only  one  sample  was  positive. 

Meat  Supervision  and  Examination. — Visits  have 
been  frequently  made  to  slaughter  houses  and  other 
premises  for  this  purpose  during  the  year. 

4 whole  carcases  of  beef,  3 calves,  and  6 pigs 
were  condemned  and  destroyed,  in  addition  to 
various  offals.

— The  number  remains  the  same  as 
last  year.  No  nuisances  were  reported. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over, 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  area  during  the  year.  No  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  Enteric,  or  Dysentery  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Twenty-five  were  notified,  of 
which  eighteen  were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hos[)ital 
at  Shcpton  Mallet,  and  the  remaining  seven 
treated  and  isolated  at  home.  There  were  no 
deaths  and  no  sequelae. 


The  twenty-five  cases  occurred  in  some  ten  [ 
different  parishes,  and  were  all  but  three  among  I 
school  children. 

A large  number  of  infectious  diseases  among 
school  children  are  spread  by  the  habit  of  moving 
children  of  the  age  of  11  and  upwards  from  villages 
to  towns  and  back  every  day. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Only  one  case  was 
notified  and  this  has  recovered  without  any  im- 
pairment of  sight. 

Influenza. — The  outbreak  towards  the  end  of 
1936  was  continued  through  the  early  months  of 
1937,  and  caused  twelve  deaths.  There  was  a 
large  number  of  cases  among  school  children, 
and  this  caused  considerable  disorganisation  of 
school  work  during  January  and  February. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Only  one  case  occurred.  This 
was  treated  in  hospital  and  recovered. 

Tuberculosis. — The  number  of  notifications 
during  the  year  is  still  very  low  : — only  five  cases 
of  pulmonary  and  one  of  non-pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis. There  were  four  deaths,  all  from  pul- 
monary cases. 

No  unnotified  cases  were  discovered. 

Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

These  have  been  inspected  throughout  the 
district  during  the  year. 

Nine  informal  notices  were  served  for  minor 
defects,  which  have  all  been  complied  with.
